WHEN AND WHY should one give 
sufficient credit to an oppositiun political 
group. which is exiled and operates 
clandestineiy. to publicise its material? 
One will be guided partly by an examination 
of the performance of the authority against 
which they are reacting and partly by their 
own political ideas and force of argument. 

The Cameroon Action Movement. for 
example, does not divulge its membership 
nor the location of its headquarters. What is 
evident is that it is composed of largely 
Anglophone Cameroonians and much of 
their work is done from New York. The 
only evidence that arrives in these offices is 
a series of communiques. 

It is the latest of these communiques. 
containing a political manifesto. which was 
particularly interesting. not least because 
there was much with which to disagree. 
CAM believes that the present unitary 
system has proved to be far inferior to the 
former federal structure of government that 
Cameroon pracuced up to May, 1972.” It 
goes on to claim that opposition to the 
unitary system is based on the conviction 
that it has been neither just nor equitable — 
“especially toward the important English 
s; taking minority region of Cameroon’. 
Tie complaint is fundamentally against 
“French Power’ in Cameroon, whch 
means both the predominance of the 
French language in political and 
administrative affairs. as well as the very 
wide influence of the French in Cameroon. 


The solution is seen in a type of federal 
system with both units being granted 
extensive sovereignty. At least CAM 
acknowledges that this proposal will be seen 
by many as a step backwards. And they Jo 
emphasise that they see their proposa's as 
the best possible path for a prosperous and 
happy «nite. Cameroon. 
- Anyone reading their manifesto and «| 
analysis of the constitution cannot help but 
sympathise with their grievance rather than 
the solution, which remains debatable. It 
argues, for example. that while the 
preamble to the Constitution makes both 
English and French the official languages. 
Article 44 states that only the French text of 
the Constitution is authentic. 
, Also criticised are the articles which 
make all ministers and vice ministers of the 
government appuintees of the President. It 
is noted that while the Constitution states 
Clearly that no member of the government 
may hold parliamentary positions or office 
in any other nationally representative body. 
there are ministers who hold positions in the 
country’s only party, the UNC. 
- The manifesto also makes an effective 
critique of the role allotted to the Assembly 
by the Constitution. It emerges as a body 
that is subject. in its daily conduct. to the 
directives of the party leaders and of the 
President. Ultimately, the President can 
govern by Ordinance and it is most unlikely 
that the Assembly will not ratify such 
action. 

The ianguage of the criticism is moderate 
and CAM imakes it clear that it & not so 
much concerned with personalities but

rather with “the nature and exercise of 
authority” entrusted to the government. 

In time. perhaps. CAM. or other groups 
will specify their objections to the exercise 
of authority in Cameroon. That alone will 
make their case more solid. and in doing so 
they may find a way of establishing equality 
and justice within a unitary state. 

What CAM does not make clear. because 
the issue is much more complicated by 
Cameroon's often turbulent history since 
independence — once one moves off the 
beaten track of official constitutional 
progress towards a unitary state — ts that 
ever since the demise of the UPC and 
Reuben Um Nyobe’s violent revolt in the 
West. the practice of political authority in 
Cameroon has been to establish a regime 
that willsecure the least possible opposition 
to centralised government. The methods 
have been sinister and certain human rights 
organisations are collecting evidence and 
expressing concern about Cameroon.

{thas been noted that fear is a word that 
crops up very often in Cameroon — fear of 
authority. One will also hear Anglophone 
Cameroonians point to the fact that it is the 
Francophone Cameroonians who are 
fearful, largely as a result of their 
experience from French colonialism. This ts 
an important fact and one about which 
Anglophone Cameroonians should think 
seriously. For if circumstances have 
permitted them to air their grievances with 
greater ease, then perhaps they should 
think of persuading their French 
compatriots of their own potential and 
worth.

[ Report of Last Saturday's Cabinet Council Session ] 
[Excerpts] Four items were on the agenda: 

--Announcement of the government Lrosd policy 

--Aid to the disaster-stricken regions 

--Constitution of the vice president's cabinet 
--Miscellaneous questions 


First let us note that the announcement of the broad policy and of the vice 
president's cabinet were discussed during our previous sessions, but they 
were referred for further examination to an ad hoc commission. The cabinet 
council came to a decision on the solutions presented today by the commis- 
sion. Concerning the first question, the cabinet after a few amendments 
ratified the proposed text which needs only to be written in its definitive 
form. 


As for the constitution of the vice president's cabinet, I present it to- 
gether with the one for the president, already studied previously. I shall 
start with the president's cabinet. The constitution of the presidential 
cabinet of the Transitional Government of National Union is as follows:

The problem of relief to the disaster-stricken regions came on the agenda 
in view of the requests made to the Ministry of Agriculture and National 
Calamities. The ministry while taking note of the requests also preceded

FRENCH AID FOR SALARIES--Scores of civil servants moaned and fainted as 
they pressed rib-to-rib in packed queues to get their first salaries since 
July from the Chad Government, according to APP reports. The money was 
emergency aid sent by France to keep the administration of this former 
French colony going, after months of civil strife that saw the destruction 
or pillage of many Government offices. Hearing that their August pay had 
arrived on January 3, a huge crowd of functionaries arrived at dawn in 
front of the National Treasury, waving cash tickets which they had held

EDF AID--Forty-two million dalasis is to be made available by the Euro- 
pean Development Fund, EDF, mainly as grants, for national development 
projects during the five-year lifetime of the Lome II Convention, Dr Klaus 
Meyer, Director General of the EEC, said in Banjul. He said that between 
D300m. and D400m. would be made available for regional projects in the 

West African region, a fund from which The Gambia will benefit. Dr Meyer 
said an advance payment of about D9.5m. from the Stabex compensatory system 
under Lome I would be provided for The Gambia. He hoped that funds through 
Lome I would be sufiicient to complete the construction of Brikama College. 
As regards financing Banjul sewerage and drainage, final decision would be 
taken when Lome II comes into operation. On the issue of the bridge/ 
barrage, Dr Meyer said that a lot of groundwork to clarify technical 
studies has been done. He hoped that the design plans for the barrage 
would be completed on time.

UK GRANTS--The Gambia is to receive a D40m. grant from Britain according 
to an agreement signed in Banjul last month by the External Affairs Minis- 
ter, Alhaji Lamin Kiti Jabang, and the British High Commissioner in The 
Gambia, Mr Eric N. Smith. The aid package will go towards financing capi- 
tal projects during the Second Five Year Development Plan and follows closely 
on the British Government's decision to cancel with effect from July 1978 
all outstanding repayments on earlier British aid loans to The Gambia. 

The High Commissioner told the minister at the signing ceremony that the 
new grant will continue and expand during the first half of 1980. The 
grant will be used to purchase goods and services from the United Kingdom 
according to the agreement and will go towards projects to be identified. 
Most aid from Britain in recent years has been funnelled into rural devel- 
opment as it is expected will be a great part of the D40m. Britain has 
so far financed the purchase of the 700-ton river boat, the Lady Chilel 
Jawa, a cattle barge, and an abattoir at Abuko for the Livestock Market- 
ing Board. Other loans in aid have provided X-ray equipment for Bansang 
and Royal Victoria Hospitals, a new children's wing and the upgrading of 
other facilities at Bansang. The operation of child health centres and 
rural piped water projects, a depot for the Field Force Pioweer Unit at 
Faramenni are also part of realisations from British aid.

TRANSPORT DIFFICULTIES BLAMED FOR POOR CORN HARVEST 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 1 Jan 80 p 3 


[Excerpt] Manica (From our correspondents)--In a few days, the 1978-1979 
corn harvest will be completed in Manica Province; this far it has surpassed 
the goal set by more than 200 tons. Much of this corn produced by 
individual families will be used by the people of Manica and the rest for 
making flour. 


According to an official of the Provincial Directorate of Agriculture in 
Chimoio, the outstanding productive sector in this harvest was the family 
unit, despite the fact these units are scattered and have difficulty 
storing the crop. The other productive sectors-~cooperative, private and 
state-owned--had difficulties achieving the goals set because the seeds 
arrived late and delayed planting. 


"Except for the family unit, the others had problems with the goals this 
year. While, for the first time, areas of corn grown under irrigation 

in places with appropriate conditions increased; in other places, the 
problems of providing equipment and the late arrival of seeds made the 
difficulties very great. The family units’ success is due to the fact 

that last year we predicted a poor agricultural year and made a great effort 
to grow corn by means of irrigation. At the end of the harvest, we have 
exceeded the goal of 2,500 tons with 2,700 tons of marketable corn," said 
the official of the Provincial Directorate of Agriculture in Manica. 


Corn is the principal crop in the province of Manica and this year approxi- 
mately 6,000 hectares of that cereal will be cultivated. Nevertheless, 
there are other kinds of crops, no less important for the province's 
economy, such as tobacco, sunflowers, cotton, wheat (around 200-300 tons 

a year) in addition to oranges and lichees, primarily for export. 


Harvest 
Various state and private organizations are involved in harvesting the 


corn of the peasants in the family sector, to deal with the transportation 
sho;'tage which is currently a problem throughout the entire province of 
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Manica. Among other difiiculties, the agricultural officials blame the 
delays in harvesting on the lack of scales, problems relating to the 
situation with the enemy, the reduced capacity of the available warehouses, 
as well as lack of access roads to some districts like Barue where, even 
during the dry season, only tractors can move about. 


"The delay now occurring in harvesting the crops, especially corn, is going 
to cause delays with the other crops. Because of this situation, we have 
decided to change the goals initially set, to minimize the ‘amage. Thus, 
instead of 1,500 tons of cotton, we will have scarcely 1,000 because no 
moe can be done under the circumstances. This measure does not apply to 
truck garden cultivation which, in Manicap Province, goes on practically 
all year," stated a worker from Agriculture in Chimoio. 


Cultivation of Tobacco 


The cultivation of tobacco, especially dark tobacco, had declined progressively 
primarily because the peasants do not have technical assistance. The state 
sector, producing Virginia tobacco, is the only sector thus far to maintain 

a certain production level. Dark tobacco is wholly produced by cooperatives 
and family units on a large scale in the Sussundenga district. The state 
production unit expects to harvest 350 tons of tobacco this year.

PROBLEMS IN PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION UNIT DISCUSSED WITH SNASP 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 30 Dec 79 p 2 


[Excerpts] "We are not surprised about the questions raised about our 
company's activities. The only thing missing was confirmation about some 
very serious problems. Beginning with this meeting, we will be more aware 
of the lack of discipline, thefts, attempts at sabotage and other problems 
which can not go on in this productiou unit,"--this is, among others, one 
of the statements by a TPU [Urban Public [fransportation] company worker in 
Maputo during a general meeting cf local workers. ‘his meeting was run by 
a SNASP [National Service of People's Security] brigade. 


This meeting, held yesterday morning, implements cne guideline issued by 

the Second Provincial Seminar of Vigilance Groups, which recommended holding 
regular meetings between the people's security structures and workers of 

all the various sectors of national activity, to trade experiences. 


Mosi problems which were thoroughly analy2°1 and condemned during the 

meeting had already been noted a the begiry.ing of the political and 
organizational offensive to reorganize and improve TPU activities in a correct 
manner. It should be remembered that, at that time, in a meeting headed 

by Jose Luis Cabaco, member of the Central Committee of FRELIMO party and 
minister of transportation and communications, the management was fired 

and other officials in various parts of the company were removed from their 
duties. This measure was taken because the management was politically 

aud administratively incapable of managing that company correctly. 


The Role of Vigilance Groups and Improved Production 


Vigilance in places of work assumes special importance if we consider that 
basically it will enable us to produce and to achieve an advanced socialist 
society. Beginning with this principle, the SNASP brigade officiai who ran 
this meeting emphasized the role that vigilance groups play in ixproving 
production. 


Thus, sioome attitudes displayed by some TPU workers, such a3 contempt for 
the v’gilantes, the constant distortion of their objectives in conversations 
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during normal working hours, as well as the attempt to hinder those members 
of this people's security structure, were condemned. 


It was noted that many of the problems that the public has about TPU bus 
operations were provoked and not caused by the shortage of vehicles or a 
decrease of crowds in traffic. Day after day, speeding, drinking on duty 
and the improper use of buses have been noted. Moreover, that official 
stressed that this could only happen if the supervisors were not carrying 
out their tasks completely and also that the vigilance groups had to be 
revived. 


Some Conclusions and Recommendations 


It was emphasized, about the lack of discipline, that it was very important 
to carry out the resolutions of the Fourth Plenary of the Production Councils 
in the company. This is so because this involves a very sensitive sector, 

a sector very closely linked not only to the population of greater Maputo, 
but also to the Mozambique people. 


Another aspect stressed is the link between the structures since it is known 
that some officials of the sector make it difficult for workers to participate 
in meetings, giving them tasks just before they begin. As one worker who 
spoke at the meeting related: "We expect, as of this meeting, to reflect 

very seriously on our mistakes. This is what the public whom we serve 

feels; if we are not aware of this, then we aggravate the situation." 


The SNASP is Formed from the People 


Just before the end of the meeting, the brigade official emphasized 

several times: "We have not come here to sow terror. The fact that we are 
members of SNASP does not mean that we are estranged from the people. On the 
contrary, we insist that we are of the people and we come from the people to 
carry out one task--reprimand the reactionary, the enemy in general, defend 
the people and its conquests, obtained through the blood of those who fell 
for our freedom."

MARKET WOMEN'S MEETING DISCUSSES DIFFICULTIES

[Excerpts] Around 500 market women from the Maputo central market met 
yesterday afternoon, thus beginning in that place of work preparations for 
the Third OMM [Organization of Mozambique Women] Conference which will be 
held in March 1980. During this meeting, the political-social problems 

of the women in that market were raised, an issue which merited the full 
participation of those present. 


Thus, it was decided that the OMM work in the central market had to be 
revived as many problems have not been solved because this structure was 
not functioning. Next, the effects of a widespread lack of discipline 
were mentioned; it is reflected in a lack of respect not only for the 
thousands of clients who come there daily, but also for the very structures 
when they intervene to solve various local problems. 


Some workers who spoke during the meeting strenuously condemned this 
behavior which has been dragging on for several months. Nevertheless, it 
was obvious that it was not possible to disassociate the various problems 
affecting the women of that market from many others directly connected 
with the system of purchasing and marketing the products sold there. Even 
so, as the OMM provincial secretary in Maputo, Cristina Tembe, who chaired 
the meetings, said, each market woman must accept the importance of her 
task, which is to supply the residents of greater Maputo. 


In this context, the speakers at the meeting stated again that it was 
urgent to standardize the selling prices of the products. 


The Third Conference and the Mozambique Woman 
Cristina Tembe spoke of some objectives of the Third OMM Conference, urging 
the market women to participate in the preparations for that important 


meeting and give it all their support. 


Cristina Tembe, speaking of the particular situation of the market women, 
drew attention to the fact that they should not feel ignored in the 
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process of integrating women into production. There could be no discrimina- 
tion between women workers in the factories, the markets, the state apparatus 
or other sectors of national activity. 


Finally, that official stressed the importance of the Third OMM Conference, 
announcing to those present that friendly countries had been invited to 
participate in this meeting, because the struggle of Mozambique women is 
an integral part of the struggle of women throughout the world for their 
liberation and emancipation.

THE _ vice-president of 
Swanu and one of the leading 


Black academics in this 
country, Dr Zedekia 
Ngavirue is without doubt one 
of the most important political 
figures in the proposed Swapo- 
D/NNF Party amalgamation. 

While talking to this well 
dressed softly spoken man 
who looks far younger than 
his 47 years, | was immediate- 
ly impressed by the quick 
sharp mind and overwhelming 
friendliness of the man, both of 
which underlined the quiet 
determination of a _ person, 
who has spent a great part of 
his life in exile, to succeed in 
the “struggle” for liberation of 
his people. 

If the new party (formed by 
the merger of Swapo-D and 
the NNF) becomes the force in 
South West politics of which 
he is confident it will, I have 
no doubt that Dr Ngavirue 
will be come one of the most 
forceful voices in South West 
politics. 

I kicked off by asking him 
when he first became in- 
terested in politics. 
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“It is difficult to pinpoint ex- 
actly when I first started being 


politics very early. 

“The first time I par- 
ticipated in organised politics 
was in 1952 when I was study- 
ing to become a primary 
school teacher at 
Augustineum. We founded the 
SWA student body, I was then 
assistant-secretary-general of 
the student body. 

“This was a national student 
body and we dealt. with 
national issues like petitioning 
for better education. We didn’t 
have any notable successes 
because at that time the 
Government wouldn’t listen to 
any Black leader let alone stu- 
dents, but we did make an im 
pact among other students.”

“Aer me 
primary teaching certificate he . 
taught at two private schools 
in Windhoek, and then in 1956 
he decided to study further 
and went to Johannesburg 
where he did a three year 
diploma course in social work. 

“Johannesburg was a very 
exciting and eventful place”, 
he recalls, “1956 was the year 
of the treason trials, and the 
time I was there there was also 
a lot of political activity. 

“There were also various at- 
tempts at multi-racial gather- 

ings organised by the then 
Liberal Party and I used to at- 
tend all of them. I didn’t join 
any political party but I par- 
ticipated in various activities 
there.” 

He regards his social work 
as the course which laid the 
foundation for his further 
education. 

“It had a great effect on 
me”, he said, “especjally the 
things I saw when I worked in 


various African townships 
while I was doing my practical 
work.” 


“Above all it gave me the - 
Opportunity to work with peo- 
ple and to understand their 
problems in far greater depth 
than I had understood them 
before”. 

In 1959-60 he worked as a 
social worker for the 
Windhoek City Council. 

“Working in Windhoek was 
not the same thing as working 
in Johannesburg. At least in 
Johannesburg there was a 
definite attempt at dealing with 
the problems of the Blacks, 
there were voluntary organisa- 
tions and liberal elements 
which were concerned with the 
welfare of the Blacks”. 

“When I came here I 
realised that things like 
Workmen's Compensation 
and benefits for the aged, 
which can be found in any 
modern state, did not really 
apply to Blacks. 

“At that time I was par- 
ticularly interested in com- 
munity development projects. 
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led “A Glance at Africa”. 


“It caught on very well, and 
people read it widely although 
we had a circulation of only 
2 000 copies. 

“Unfortunately we didn’t 
have funds and we got hardly 


. any so we were forced to close 


down after publishing only 


. mime issues, which used to 


come out every fortnight.” 
“Also in 1959", he recalls. 


“dot of us felt that there was 


a need for a national political 
Organisation in Namibia, and I 
became co-founder of Swanu 
and chairman of the commit- 


‘tee which drew up the con- 
_Stitution of Swanu in 1959. 





“At that time the only kind 
of ideology we had was the 
ideology of Pan-Africanism 
and national independence.” 

He felt that there has always 
been a difference in poljtics 
between South Africa and 
Namibia. 

“Black South Africans” he 
said, “have never seen 
themselves as being colonised 
as such. and this is why they 
have tended to think more in 
terms of franchise than 
decolonisation.” 

“In politics in Namibia, 
from the word go, we have 
always been aware of our 
colonial status. 
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“One of the issues which | 
really got involved in at that 
tume was the forced removal of 
our people from the old loca- 
tion to what is now Katutura. 

“We opposed this 
vehemently and had 
demonstrations and mass 
meetings. One of _ the 
demonstrations we held 
resulted in shootings in which 
11 people were killed. 

“I was one of the people 
who stepped forward the fol- 
lowing year together with two 
other Blacks to give evidence 
before a commission of in- 
quiry. 

Shortly afterwards Dr Z 
was expelled from his job and 
he was forced to work as 2 
time-keeper for a private firm 
for seven months. It was then 
that he took the decision to 
further his education abroad, 
and he left SWA in 1961. 

His first stop was 
Tanganyika, now Tanzania, 
where he met a UN commis- 
sioner who invited him to New 
York to petition at the UN. 

“Throughout the 60's”, he 
recalls, “I went back and forth 
to the UN to petition.” 

While in New York he was 
offered a scholarship to study 
in Sweden, which he accepted, 
and he attended the Univer- 
sities of Stockholm and Upsal- 
la until mid 1967 when he 
graduated with honours in 
Political Science from Upsala. 

“The Swedes paid the fares 
for my wife and three children 
and they gave me a house. It 
meant that | had to study 
Swedish for a whole year 
before I could begin my 
studies. 

“Although I was a fulltime 
student there | was involved in 
politics throughout, | was a 
member of the Swedish-South 
African Committee which was 
an anti-apartheid committee, 
and I also attended various 
conferences in Africa. 

“Sweden was particularly 
interesting at that time. in the 
60's — it was a model for the 
whole of Europe. My main in- 
terest at that time was im 
political theory and in the peo 
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ple who developed political 

“I was especially interested 
in plural societies, as this ap- 
plied a lot to our own 
country.” 

In October 1968 he received 

a scholarship from __ the 
Swedish Development Cor- 
poration and was accepted at 
Oxford to study for his doc- 
torate. 
He completed his thesis on 
“Political Parties and Interest 
Groups in SWA” at the end of 
1971, and at the beginning of 
1972 he started teaching at the 
University of Papua in New 
Guinea. 

In 1975 he became a lec- 
turer at the Australian 
National University of 
Canberra and at the of July 
1978 he returned to South 
West Africa. 

“I always knew I would 
come back,” he said. 

He felt confident about the 
future of the country and felt 
that the new party would play 
a very significant part in 
politics because things have 
changed here. 

“There is now evidence that 
SA will have to surrender 
power”, he said. 

“People thought the DTA 
were going to bring about ma- 
jor changes, I dont think the 
DTA has done anything more 
than what was alread there. 

“I cannot think of any party 
which is likely to provide the 
kind of government that we 
are likely to provide.” he said.

WINDHOEK: A new political 
party, born from the union 
between the Namibia National 
Front and Swapo Democrats, 
could become a force to be 
reckoned with in SWA politics 
in the months ahead. 

Political observers here said 
the timing of the merger was 
right and may be of great ad- 
vantage to the new party, 
should it be established as 
planned in April. 

It comes at a time when 
Swapo of Namibia has 
become all but invisible soa 
political organisation within 
SWA. 

Such a new party would fill 
the vacuum, left when Swapo 
of Namibia closed it’s offices 
and stopped all organised 
political activity, observers 
said. 
At present Mr Sam Nuv- 
joma’s Swapo is making its 
presence felt only by maintain- 
ing the bush war in northern 
SWA. 

There are no indications 
that Swapo will, in the near 
future, resume its political ac- 
tivities. Some of its leaders are 
in detention in tefms of 
security legislation and others 
have left the country. 

This means Swapo will have 
to rebuild its entire political 
structure once it resumes its 
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political activities. 

Compared to a year ago, it 
has become obvious that the 
people of the Territory are not 
nearly as Swapo-conscious as 
in the past. 

Gone are the Swapo berets 
and Swapo T-shirts in the 
familiar red, blue and green 
colours. 

The once familiar Black 
Power salute is almost never 
seen here any more. 

It is just possible the new 
party emanating from a 
Swapo-D and NNF merger 
‘might offgr a home to former 
Swapo supporters who now 
have no political home. 

The NNF and Swapo-D 
have stated, since the merger 
announcement was made, that 
they regard the new party as a 
liberation movement and it will 
pull out ail the stops to 
become the future government 
in SWA. 

Unlike Swapo leader, Mr 
Sam Nujoma’s repeated state- 
ments that he would takc 
SWA through war, the 
NNF/Swapo-D combine pro- 
jects a democratic image whch 
might be more acceptable to 
the average Southwester. 
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Judging by a draft constitu- 
tion and policy statement 
released here, the two parties 
envisage “built-in” human 
rights, private ownership, 
freedom of speech and religion 
and all the ingredients of a 
democratic way of life. 

It is almost impossible to as- 
sess the current combined 
powerbase of Swapo-D and 
the NNF. They have never 
taken part in elections, but 
they comprise a number of 
political groups with substan- 
tial support, such as Swanu 
and the Damara Council. 

The new party's leadership 
will have to be made up from a 
number cf politicians currently 
running the NNF and Swapo- 
D. 

Observers here feel it is 
almost certain the new party 
will not take part in the SWA 
National Assembly, elected in 
a one man one vote election. 

Instead, the new party 
seems to be gearing itself for 
another election, possibly un- 
der United Nations supervi- 
sion, provided the _ inter- 
national initiative on the Ter- 
ritory is prodded into action 
again. 

And indications, at present, 
are that there might soon be a 
resumption of formal negotia- 
tions on a demiliterised zone 
between Angola and SWA 
and on a UN-supervised elec- 
won. 
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The majority group in the 
SWA National Assembly, the 
Democratic Turnhalle Al- 
liance, is unworried by Swapo- 
D and NNF claims that the 
new party would pull the DTA 
apart. 

A DTA spokesman said the 
DTA did not feel in the least 
jeopardised by the new party. 

He said the DTA had a 
broad, well-established power 
base among people of all races 
and population groups in 
SWA and the party planned to 
consolidate this position even 
further. 

“They (Swapo-D and the 
NNF) have a great deal to ex- 
plain,” he said. “They must 
prove that they have the 
leadership to see them 
through. The DTA _ has 
already proved itself.” 

The NNF and Swapo-D 
would have to explain what 
they had meant by saying they 
would cooperate with other 
liberation movements. 

“Will it be Swapo or the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion?” he asked. “They had 
better explain to the people 
what they mean.” — Sapa 











DR BEN AFRICA SAYS THERE IS NO CHANCE OF UDI

“EVEN tough the United 
Nations have played a ‘few 
tricks’ on us in the past, I 
still consider Namibia the 
concern of the United Na- 
tions and not a colony of 
South Africa,” Dr Ben 
Africa told me yesterday 
during an interview. 

Dr Ben Africa and I discus- 
sed Namibia in general, and 
some of the main points were: 

“Now that Zimbabwe is in 
the final stages of an inter- 
national settlement, I believe 
that more time and attention 
will be given to Namibia. But 
there is a basic difference 
between Zimbabwe's and 
Namibia’s situation. 

“Whereas in Zimbabwe 
only one international country 
is concerned — England — we 
in Namibia are dealing with 
five countries — the big 5 — 
and on top of that they have to 
work through the UN. 

“This definitely makes 
things more difficult. Yet there 
is still a big challenge to all 
parties to get their house in 
order. Here we have a chance 
to solve Namibia's stalemate 
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“We have to think of the 
people of Namibia first, and 
stop all this petty party bicker- 
ing. Aktur, for example, by 
boycotting the National As- 
sembly, is more of a nuisance 
than an asset to the solving of 
Namibia's problems. 

“Nowhere in the world can 
one go and bargain for a 
political solution while there is 
racial discrimination back at 
home. We have a duty to 
develop every citizen to his or 
her maximum. 

“Now that we in the 
National Assembly are to get 
executive powers, it will show 
both the people here and in the 
international community that 
the National Assembly is not a 


you don't have executive 
power. But certain people have 
said that this move is the first 
step to Namibia declaring 
UDI. 

“I can assure you that at the 
moment there is no chance of 
Namibia declaring UDI. We 
want international recognition, 
and UDI won't achieve this.

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“The ball ts still rolling. and 
the rumoured arrival of 
General Prem Chand of India, 
newly appointed head of Un- 
tag. is proof of this. 

“While we agreed to a 
seven month period prior to 
holding clections, all the par 
ties in Zimbabwe agreed to a 
two-month period before going 
to the polls. 

“I feel that if Zimbabwe can 
solve their problems after a 
mere two-month period, shows 
that we were caught out in 
agreeing to a seven month 
period before elections. 

“But the thought of sanc- 
tions against us or/and South 
Africa, is not worth con- 
templating. Bu’. | must stress, 
we are only prepared to go so 
far with the UN and no 
further. 

“If the demands of the Big 5 
and the United Nations get too 
much it will need a serious 
rethink of the merits of inter- 
national recognition. UDI can- 
not then be ruled out.” 

When I asked Dr Ben 
Africa what he thought of 
Namibia's AG. Dr Gerrit Vil 
joen, and his handling of the 
situation here. he told me: 

“When we first heard of his 
appointment as Administrator 
General for Namibia. we were 
very sceptical. This because of 
his position as head of the 
Afrikaner Broederbond. 
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“But our fears have since 
proved negative. | feel that he 
has handled the situation here 
efficiently. logically and 
without emotion. 

“And what about the 
merger between Swapo D an’ 
the NNF?” 

“Well. one is almost over- 
sceptical of any new party in 
Namibia, but I do believe that 
they must be given a chance to 
prove themselves. They pride 
themselves on their academic 
achievements, which can be a 
good thing. But they must 
always remember that they are 
here to voice the people's feel- 
ings. 

“As long as a party keeps 
the voters in mind when handl- 
ing a situation, and cuts out 
academic excess, that’s fine.” 

1 asked Dr Ben Africa 
whether he thought that 
Namibia would be able to 
solve it’s problems in the next 
12 months. 

“Well, are must be careful 
of confusing one’s own hopes 
and the realities of the situa- 
tion. 

“My answer? Yes, but...” 








A. H. DU PLESSIS SPELLS OUT HOPES FOR AKTUR 
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[Interview by Glen Marques with A. H. du Plessis, chairman of AKTUR]

AH du Plessis, leader of 
Aktur, and as it is claimed the 
leader of the Whites in SWA, 
is a man who spells out clearly 
what he wants for his party. 

Q. How do you feel about 
UN-supervised eiections? 

A. It is all very much in the 
air at the moment; your guess 
is as good as mine as to 
whether they will take place or 
mont. 

lt all depends on the ques 
tion of the DMZ and the ar 
rangement of it. It is difficult 
to tell just how keen South 
Africa is for a settlement, but 
they are committed § to 
negotiate. One important fac- 
tor to bear in mind is that 
Swapo should not have psy. 
chological and strategic ad- 
vantage in SWA. 

Q. How well do you think 
Aktur would do in a UN elec- 
tion? 

A. We would first have to 
see whether we would par- 
ticipate or not. It could depend 
on a nutnber of factors, it 
could even depend on such a 
simple factor as whether we 
have the money to participate. 
We have not got that much

money. 

Q. Second tier elections, do 
you think they will take place, 
and if so how do you think 
you will do? 

A. According to statements 
by Dr Viljoen there will be se- 
cond tier elections in the se- 
cond half of this year. We 
want to have them on 2 con- 
stituency basis because this is 
our traditional way of having 
elections. | hear that Mr 
Mudge wants them on a basis 
of proportional representation 
but we will oppose this. We 
should do well. I believe we 
have the support of the ma- 
jority of Whites in the Ter- 
ritory; not all the Whites but 
certainly the majority will sup- 
port us. 

Q. How do you feel about 
the future of Whites generally 
in SWA. 

A. In a way I do feel op- 
timistic that we will develop 
something which will make 
Whites stay in SWA. It would 
depend on the constitution and 
what guarantees there would 
be if a Black government came 
into power. If Swapo had to 
win an elecuon here, the 
Whites would simply leave. the 





same as will happen in 
Rhodesia if Mugabe wins. 

Q. What do you think of the 
economic prospects of SWA. 

A. it depends on securities: 
If the Whites were to start feel- 
ing insecure, peopie with no 
fixed properiy would leave. 
they are South African 
citizens, then the economy 
would go down. If the 
economy had to go down. 
there would be more un- 
employment and this would 
result in more crime and 
violence and more _ people 
would leave. It has happened 
elsewhere in Africa. 

Q. People refer to Aktur as 
an extreme rightwing 
organisation. What do you 
think? 

A. I tell you we are to the 
left of the government in South 
Africa. We have thrown open 
all hotels and restaurants on a 
voluntary basis. We do not 
agree with compulsory in- 
tegration. We have done away 
with the Mixed Marriages Act 
and the Immorality Act and 
we have agreed to the aban 
doning of the pass laws. 

However we argued that in 
the place of the pass laws, and 
the Black leaders agreed. there 
should be some form of con- 
trol for everyone. This was ac- 
cepted and then the AG scrap- 
ped ail influx control. | 

We oppose Blacks living in 
White residential areas, 
because we believe. and that is 
so. that it will bring about 
more friction. 


Each group should have its 
own residential areas. There 
are many Coloureds who do 
not want Blacks to come into 
AKhomasdal. We originally 
proposed that a separate area 
be opened in which anyone 
could live. Those who want to 
live in a mixed area can go 
there. This was initially ac- 
cepted and then rejected. 

Q. What are the chances of 
Aktur and the Republican 
Party burying the hatchet? 

A. Circumstances might 
develop which could force us 
to, but generally speaking it 
does not seem possible. 

Q. Do you think Aktur gets 
a fair deal from the Press? 

A. No, I don’t think so. We 
don’t get a fair deal from the 
Advertiser or the Allgemeine 
Zeitung, and neither do we get 
a fair deal from the South 
African Press. 


Q. What about your own 
personal future. Are you 
thinking of retiring soon? 

A. Anybody of my age, 65 
years, thinks of retiring soon, 
but when — that is the crux of 
the matter. People come to me 
and ask me not to leave them 
in the lurch. 
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MUDGE AGREES TO FINANCIAL INVESTIGATION

[Text] Mr Dirk Mudge, leader of the RI’ has taken up the challenge issued 
by Advocate Eben van Zijl to have a full-scale investigation into his 
financial affairs, including his farming partnership, Lazy Spade Boerdery. 


In a statement released to the Press this morning, Mr Mudge said that he 
had been dragged into the clash between DIE REPUBLIKEIN and Mr Eben van 
Zijl revolving around a Land Bank loan of R50,000. 


Although he had nothing to do with the whole matter, and did not have the 
slightest interest in Mr van Zijl's financial matters, Mr Mudge said that 


if he did not defend himself against "nasty insinuations" it might be felt 
that he did have something to hide. 


However, Mr Mudge insisted that the investigation should also determine at 
the same time, whether during the thirteen years he was an MEC he had: 


Applied for a Land Bank loan; 


Applied to Agriculture Credit and Land Tenure for farm improvements or any 
reason whatsoever; 


Whether he owed for bursaries from the SWA Administration for any of his 
four children who had completed university. 


In addition, Mr Mudge said that it should also be investigated whether he 
had acted in any irregular or incorrect way to enrich himself by: 


A concession issued by the State; 
A contract or tender involving the State or financed by the State; 


Obtained permits to market cattle in a irregular way for himself or his 
partnership. 


In conclusion Mr Mudge said that he had always believed that because of his 
executive position it would not be fair to apply for any State aid, especially 
when he would be competing with other applicants, who usually--because of 

lack of funds--could not be helped. 
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VILJOEN REPORTED GRANTING AMNESTY TO TERRORISTS

[Text] The Administrator General of SWA, Dr Gerrit Viljoen last night 
announced a conditional amnesty for terrorists here. 





In a statement released, Dr Viljoen said the amnesty proclamation, 
which would be promulgated later provided for the granting of amnesty to 
terrorists in the territory under certain conditions. 


The period of the amnesty would extend to April 30, he said. 


The aim of the amnesty offer was to give people who had been abducted or 
lured across the border to fight for SWAPO a chance to return to SWA with- 
out fear of prosecution or other retribution, Dr Viljoen said. 


"As is well-known, SWAPO has forcibly abducted many people across the 
borders of the Territory," he said. "Others have been lured across with 
all sorts of false and unfulfilled promises of a better life. 


"These people, with or without their consent, have been forced to undergo 
military training and to take up arms for SWAPO--very often to fight 
against their own people. 


Dr Viljoen said he was aware of recent desertions from SWAPO ranks. 


"We trust that the cruel retaliatory measures taken by SWAPO will not prevent 
people from exercising their free choice of availing themselves of the 
offer of amnesty,” he added. 


But terrorists who had killed or grievously injured people, other than in 
armed combat with the security forces, would not be granted amnesty, the 
Statement said. 


"Thus, a terrorist who has, for example, killed or caused injury to inno- 
cent civilians will not be granted amnesty," Dr Viljoen said. 











Terrorists who had killed or injured a member of the security forces during 
a skirmish would qualify for the amnesty. 


But it would not indemnify anybody against prosecution for offences, 
other than political ones, vr Viljoen said. 


In terms of the amnesty proclamation, somebody seeking amnesty should 
surrender himself to the authorities. He should agree to be held in 
custody for up to 30 days for identification purposes, health requirements 
and resettlement in society. 


He would then be issued with a certificate indemnifying him against criminal, 
civil or disciplinary proceedings. 


The amnesty proclamation provides for the payment of compensation by the 
State, in certain circumstances, to people who have suffered financial 
loss at the hands of terrorists granted amnesty. 


Terrorists seeking amnesty may surrender at any security force base, at a 
magistrate's office, or police station, at any office of the established 
authority in the Territory, at any border post or port of entry, to any 
headman or to any member of the security forces. 


They would have to sign a document in which they agree to: voiuntarily 
surrender; be held in custody for up to 30 days for identification pur- 
poses, health requirements and resettlement arrangements; refrain from 
any further subversive activities, and, to settle at a place approved Ly 
the authorities. 


After currer ering, terrorists would be taken to designated localities 
where they ould be held in custody for the specified 30 days under the 
control ox a director (amnesty) appointed by Dr Viljoen. They would then 
be resettled in society. 


Dr Viljoen announced that a regional court magistrate, Mr Lourens de Kock, 
had been appointed director (amnesty). 


"As such he will be responsible, under my direction, for putting into 
effect the whole amnesty programme," Dr Viljoen said. 


"Mr de Kock has already done much of the preparatory work and is at pre- 
sent in the northern territories (of SWA), where he will finalize the 


necessary administrative arrangements." 


Further details of arrangements would be announced by Mr de Kock later. 
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MIXED REACTION TO AMNESTY ANNOUNCEMENT REPORTED

WINDHOEK: There was 
mixed reaction here yesterday 
to the announcement by the 
SWA Administrator General, 
Dr Gerrit Viljoen, that 
amnesty would be granted to 
certain Swapo terrorists. 

Dr Viljoen said in his an- 
nouncement there had been 
desertion from Swapo ranks 
and many people had - been 
trained as Swapo terrorists 
against their will. 

They would now have the 
opportunity to give themselves 
up to the authorities without 
fear of retribution. 

Such terrorists would have 
until April 30 to give 
thernselves up. They would 
have to submit, among others, 
10 30 days’s detention for iden 
tification purposes and to see 
to their health. They would be 
resettled within the community 
afterwards. 

Terrorists who had commit 
ted acts of violence outside a 
strict military sense would not 
be eligible. 

Asked to comment, a 
Defence Force spokesman at 
SWA Command here 
welcomed the step. 





He said the amnesty, in 
terms of the conditions set out 
by the AG's proclamation 
could only contribute to the 
well-being of the people of 
SWA and the Territory itself. 

He said the steps to be fol- 
lowed were clearly spelled out 
by the AG. 

The spokesman gave the as- 
surance that the Defence 
Force would fully cooperate 
with Dr Viljoen’s offer. 

The Chief Minister of 
Owambo and president of the 
DTA in the SWA National 
Assembly, Pastor Cornelius 
Ndjoba, said the Owambo 
Cabinet had decided to dis- 
tribute pamphlets inviting ter- 
rorists to make use of the 
amnesty. 

He said the pamphiets, in 
Owambo and Afrikaans, 
would be, distributed 
throughout Owambo, _in- 
cluding the northern 
Operational area. Distribution 
started after Dr Viljoen’s an- 
nouncement. 

He said it was made clear in 
the pamphlets that terrorists 
had only until the end of April 
to give themselves up. 

Pastor Ndjoba welcomed 
the step and «aid he had often 
in the past asked terrorists to 
return to their country in 
peace. 
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He said it was too early at 
this stage to assess if there 
would be an early and 
favourable response to the 
-amnesty offer. 

The amnesty questiofi was 
originally proposed in the 
SWA_ National Assembly, 
after a full debate it was 
adopted and returned to the 
office of the AG for 
promulgation. 

This was done on Wednes- 
day night. 

An executive member of the 
SWA National Party election 
front, Aktur, Mr Eben van Zi- 
jl, said people who had been 
trained as terrorists against 
their will should be given the 
opportunity to return to SWA 
in peace and without fear of 
retribution. 

Welcoming the amnesty of- 
fer, Mr van Zijl said it was a 
humane and fair step to help 
those who had been forced or 
lured across the Angolan 
border to be trained by Swapo. 

He said terrorists who had 
willingly been trained but who 
had stopped fighting should 
also be included in the offer, 
provided they qualified in 
terms of the proclamation. 

Mr van Zijl emphasised that 
amnesty should be 
implemented with the greatest 
measure of circumspection. 

“An amnesty inevitably 
creates a potential Trojan horse 
effect and extreme care should 
be taken in implementing it so 
as not to endanger, in any 
way, the security of the 
country or individuals.” 

The Information and 
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SWA might construe the 
amnesty offer as an effort to 
fragment it. 

“It is an invitation to give 
up, come into the establish- 
ment and accept the status 
quo in Namibia. 

“I feel most guerrillas will 
not make use of the offer un- 
less they have all but lost the 
struggle,” he said.

A BATTLE is _ brewing 
between Die Suidwester and 
Die Republikein, according to 
reports recently in which the 
two newspapers give each 
other a real verbal hammering.

AKTUR TO REJOIN ASSEMBLY--The SWA National Party Election Front, AKTUR, 
had decided to return to its seats in the SWA National Assembly at its 
next sitting, the executive of the NP and AKTUR disclosed in Windhoek 
yesterday. AKTUR, the main opposition party in the Assembly, walked out 
several months ago because of dissatisfaction with the powers of the Assem- 
bly. The past two days the executives of the SWA National Party and 

AKTUR had been sitting behind closed doors to consider, among others, the 
possibility of their members returning to the Assembly. AKTUR lost its 
seats in the Assembly because of its period of absence, but they can now 
re-submit a number of names for readmission. In a statement to SAPA yes- 
terday the NP and AKTUR said the executive had expressed itself in favour 
of returning to the National Assembly, but certain legal steps would first 
have to be dealt with. AKTUR's reservations about the composition of the 
National Assembly remained unchanged the statement said. [Text]

AG WELCOMES AKTUR'S MOVE--The statement from the SWA National Party elec- 
tion front AKTUR, that AKTUR would be returning to the seats of the 
National Assembly was correct, according to a Press statement issued by 
the Administrator General Dr Gerrit Viljoen. He pointed out that the 
National Assembly second tier functions would be “entrenched.” It would 
not however be empowered to impose legislation on any specific population 
group without the approval from the representative authority of that 
group.

The Administrator General of the Territory, Dr Gerrit 
Viljoen, last week promulgated a conditional offer of amnesty to certain 
SWAPO terrorists who wished to lay down their arms. In terms of the prociama- 
tion, only terrorists who had acted in a strictly military sense would be 
considered for amnesty. Such terrorists would be held in custody for no 
longer than 30 days, to be officially identified and for health reasons. 
They would also have to undertake to discontinue terrorist activities. 

They would afterwards be resettled in the community. The main objective 

of the amnesty offer was to give terrorists who had been forced or lured 
across the Angolan border for training, the opportunity to return to SWA. 

Mr de Kock said there would be two gathering points where terrorists could 
report--one in Owambo and the other in Caprivi. He declined to give their 
exact locations. Offices and other amenities would be erected at the 

sites. Mr de Kock said he had not yet heard of any terrorists reporting.

UN MOTION CRITICIZED

[Editorial: "Making Mischief"] 


[Text] IT IS HARD to see what motive, other than to make mischief, 
the 49-nation African bloc at the United Nations had in introduc- 
ing its provocative motion to the Security Council. 

It must be obvious to everybody that the situation in 
Rhodesia is balanced on a knife edge, and that motions of this 
nature, far from helping the position, could easily worsen it. 

Those on the spot are obviously far better placed to deal 
with Rhodesia’s problems than are those sitting thousands of 
miles away and listening to only one side of the story. There 
are plenty of people from various parts of the world monitoring 
affairs in this country at present; the motion before the Security 
Council is as much a vote of no confidence in them as it is in 
the Governor and his staff. ° 

It is easy for the ex-guerillas’ champions to maintain that 
their proteges are the only ones behaving themselves. But even 
if the full story of what is happening is sometimes biurred, it 
does not support this contention. 

Allegations against the present adminisiration and the host 
of observers can only encourage those who are determined to 
violate the ceasefire agreement into believing that they have 
every right to step up their activities. 

Perhaps that was the intention of the 49 States. But a 
situation already bedevilled by intimidation cannot possibly be 
improved in this way. If it is necessary for outsiders to intervene, 
they should surely confine this to appeals for moderation.

OBSERVERS IMPRESSED BY ABSENCE OF TENSION 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 1 Feb 80 p 4 


[Text] Members of the Commonwealth Observer Group, here to report on 
the election, have been impressed by the absence of tension--both racial 
and political--in the country. 


They cite as an example the meeting this week of the Election Council 
where opposing political figures faced each other to discuss election 
arrangements. 


"The civility of these people was remarkable when you consider they were 
probably shooting at each other a little over a month ago," said Mr 
Robert Fairweather who is first chief commissioner of the Canadian Human 
Rights Commission. 


"If the Rhodesian public could have seen this willingness to forget the 
past and to make the election work they would have been very encouraged," 
he added. 


The Canadian lawyer and former MP was one of several Commonwealth observ- 
ers interviewed by THE HERALD this week. 


Asked why he was asked by his government to join the group, Mr Fairweather 
replied: "I suppose it might be because I have nine successful election 
campaigns under my belt. Politics and elections have been my life for 
more than 25 years." 


Agency 


He said the Canadian Human Rights Commission was set up about three years 
ago "as a quasi-judicial agency dealing with cases of alleged discrimina- 
tion on the basis of race, sex and other factors." 


Of the 10,000 inquiries received by the commission last year, only about 
10 percent of them were "well founded." 
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He agreed with other members of the group that the machinery for this 
month’s election was "all in order." 


"We are preparing to go out into the country to look for any evidence of 
intimidation which would jeopardise the success of these elections." he 
said. 


Another member, and fellow lawyer, Mr J. W. Subasinghe (62), said he had 
been impressed by the depth and scope of the series of briefings given 
the group since it arrived in Salisbury a week ago. 


"The Election Commissioner has made sure that we have all the necessary 
background knowledge to help our role as observers." 


Based in Colombo, Sri Lanka, Mr Subasinghe said he believed the group's 
report would have a significant influence on world opinion regarding the 
conduct of the elections. 


The problems facing Rhodesia were the same as those met by other British 
colonies gaining independence. 


His own country, with a population of 14 million but an area one-sixth 
the size of Rhodesia, had found its feet after independence and was now 
committed to becoming self-sufficient in rice, its staple food. 


Plunge 


Another legal man on the observer team, Mr Keith Shan, is a former Australian 
ambassador in the Philippines, Indonesia and Japan and chairman of the Public 
Service Board. 


"I just hope that the elections do prove to be as free and as fair as is 
possible in the circumstances. I would hate to see such a promising 
country plunged back into full-scale war," he said. 


"It seems remarkable that the country has advanced as far as it has 
towards a peaceful solution." 


Mr Shan (61) toured Africa in 1961 on a fact-finding assignment for his 
government. He saw the Belgian Congo in turmoil shortly after Mr Patrice 
Lumumba was killed. 


He recalls a short stay in South Africa during the tour. 


"I did not enjoy Johannesburg. The blacks here are not the same as 
their South African cousins; it is a different atmosphere completely." 


The former Australian diplomat has been in some of the world's "hot spots." 
When he was Australian High Commissioner in Jakarta, Indonesia, he saw the 
French, Indian, Malaysian, Singapore and British embassies razed by rioting 
crowds. 
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"We were fortunate that time, not even a window was broken in our embassy, 
although there were guards at the front gates. 


He was impressed with the Japanese. "There you have 120 millicn souls 
who rely on one natural resource--a skilled and dedicated work force-- 
but they wae also ‘fun’ people who know how to relax after work."

ZANU (PF) WOMEN DESCRIBE IMPRISONMENT 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 1 Feb 80 p 15 


[Text] Life in Mozambique for two women suspected of being ZANU (PF) dis- 
sidents was full of horror. Yesterday they spoke of the difficult and 
tough years before their return this week to Rhodesia. 


The women were among the 64 detainees and two children who returned here 
after representations made on their behalf to the Mozambique Government 
and ZANU (PF). 


Although their days of imprisonment are behind them, Penelope and Joyce 
are not free of their fears. They have asked that their full names are 
not published to avoid possible reprisals against their families. 


Their story is a dramatic one told emotionlessly. Penelope escaped death 
in an ambush designed to kill her and fellow suspected dissidents....Joyce 
spent eight months of her three years' imprisonment in solitary confinement. 


Penelope (20) came from the Umtali area. She left Rhodesia for Mozambique 
five years ago with a group of schoolchildren "for the struggle.” 


She received military training in a ZANU camp before moving to Chimoio in 
1976. There she worked in the department of propaganda. 


A year later, she and another girl were moved to Maputo to work in the 
information, publicity and propaganda department at ZANU headquarters. 
Her job included working for the Voice of Zimbabwe. 


"Then arose the problem of unity," she said. "According to ZANU, we were 
not supposed to say Patriotic Front on the radio. We were instructed to 
say ZANU. 


"But Radio Mozambique said we must say Patriotic Front so we were confused." 


The ZANU central committee, she said, was divided over the subject of 
unity. Penelope was accused of aligning herself with those in favour of 
unity. 








"The Central Committee decided I must go to Chimoio to be imprisoned and 
then killed later on because I had rebelled against the party," she said. 


But the security officer who came to collect Penelope, and three others 
accused of being dissidents, advised them to refuse to go. 


"He said we would be killed on the way and that we would never reach 
Chimoio. The order had been issued by Tongogara (the commander of the 
ZANLA forces)." 


Appeal 


The group appealed to Frelimo for protection and was finally sent to a 
Mozambique prison in the north of the country in March 1978. 


"In the prison we had only one set of clothes," Penelope said. "There 
was no soap, the food was bad and so were the sleeping conditions." 


The prisoners used their initiative to improve their lot. 


"There was a tree in the area and if we dug it up there was a tube like 
a sweet potato we could crush and produce a foam for washing. 


"There was another tree that had something like cotton wool on it. We 
would sew that into sacks and used them as blankets." 


She was pleased to be home. 


"We are now free," she said. "In the camps the situation was horrible. 
For instance when I was still in Chomoio after the arrest of the ZIPRA 
commanders there was horror. People were being beaten because they 
supported the commanders. 


“There were times when the men abused the female comrades in the camps, 
everywhere. I was abused by top men in the party.” 


Joyce (23) was a teacher at Mount Darwin when she was “taken by comrades 
during the night" and made to walk to Mozambique. She walked to Zambia 
where she spent about a month ferrying war material into Mozambique on 
four day-long walking trips. 


She spent the next two years in Zambia, first receiving military training 
and then teaching "comrades" who had not gone to school. 


In 1976 she returned to Mozambique and worked as a member of the party's 
general staff. The following year she and fellow ZIPRA commanders were 
arrested because of the "contradiction within ZANU." 


The group--Joyce and 24 men--was moved from prison to prison and finally 
to the same one Penelope was sent to in the north of the country. 
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"The conditions there were mere tough," she said. "I was put in a cell 
by myself. The only time I saw sunshine was when the door was opened and 
my food brought in. 


"I can describe the conditions as terrible. I didn't go out of that cell 
for eight months. Then I was allowed out to talk to the other comrades. 


"In prison I had my husband and while there I had two children, Ralph 
aged two and Hamilton aged seven months. My life was very difficult and 
very tough. We had no clothes, the food was bad. 


"I feel happy because I am free now. My plans are to raise my family, I 
want to settle down.”

COH REPORTS NINE CONTACTS WITH ARMED GROUPS 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 1 Feb 80 p l 


[Text] Rhodesian security forces have killed se ZANLA and one ZIPRA ter- 
rorist in nine contacts with armed groups. Five of the contacts were with 
ZANLA, two with ZIPRA and two with gangs of an unknown faction, Combined 
Operations reported in a communique last night. 


The full text of the communique said: 


"Combined Operations Headquarters reports nine contacts between security 
forces and armed groups, resulting in the deaths of one ZANLA and one 
ZIPRA terrorist. Five of the contacts were with ZANLA, two with ZIPRA 
and two with gangs of an unknown faction. 


"Security forces have captured 19 ZANLA and 10 of their collaborators. 

One collaborator, who was armed with a stick grenade, told security forces 
he had come from assembly point Delta, where his group had been instructed 
in the use of stick grenades, which they were told to use against security 
forces and members of the Commonwealth Monitoring Force. 


Intimidation 


"There have been five incidents of intimidation. Four of the incidents 
involved ZANLA groups and one, in which supporters of ZANU (PF) were 
threatened, was carried out by an unidentified group. 


"On Monday night two stick grenades were thrown into the house of a 
ZANU (PF) supporter. There were no injuries and only slight damage to 
the house. 


"In the soubh-western part of the country, a gang of three ZIPRA terror- 
ists forced villagers to beat Mr Mkulu Mpala to death. His body was 
dropped down the village well. 


"In the same part of the country, security forces located a shallow grave 
containing the bodies of four men who were murdered by terrorists some 
time between November 1978 and May 1979. 
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"There have been six incidents of bus robbery, and two of store robberies. 
"Two hundred and fifty head of cattle have been taken by stock thieves; 


28 have been recovered. Another 44 stock thieves have been convicted, 
and seven people have been found guilty of receiving stolen meat."

EDITORIAL HITS U.S. BUILD-UP IN INDIAN OCEAN 
Victoria NATION in English 25 Jan 80 pp 1,2 
{Editorial ] 


[Text] The situation in the Indian Ocean is becoming more and more critical 
for the people of the area as the »ig powers continue to increase their 
dangerous military activities. 


The calls of the peoples of the Indian Ocean and those of the littoral 
states for them to withdraw their instruments of death from our doorstep 
have so far fallen on deaf ears. 


Our pleas to let us live in peace have been totally ignored. No doubt, 
once more, "Might" is still being equated with "Right." 


Reports from Washington speak of the largest American flotilla ever assembled 
in the Indian Ocean. Since the Iranian crisis erupted the United States has 
sent no less than 25 warships to this region of the world. The US Armada 

in the Indian Ocean now includes at least three of the biggest carriers in 
the world; the 94,000-ton nuclear-powered "Nimitz," the "Kitty Hawk" and 

the "Midway," carrying over 200 warplanes between them. 


At the same time the American base of Diego Garcia is being prepared to 

accommodate B.52 bombers and nuclear-powered aircraft carriers and sub- 

marines. It is to be recalled that Diego Garcia, situated a few hundred ¢ 
kilometres East of Seychelles, was detached from Mauritius by Britain in 

1965, ceded to the Americans and transformed into a military base. 


It was reported this week from Washington that American B.52 bombers . 
capable of carrying nuclear weapons were overflying the Indiar Ocean. 


The Soviet Union has also been far from inactive. Its warships are known 
to be cruising the Indian Ocean in an apparent attempt to match the American 
force. 


Last weekend sources in Washington and relayed by Agence France Presse 
reported that 5 more Soviet warships were in the China Sea heading for 
the Indian Ocean, although this has not been confirmed by the Soviet 
authorities. 
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It is also known that France has fighter-bombers stationed in Djibouti 
and her warships, including aircraft carriers, operate permanently along 
the East African coast. 


The Indian Ocean has in recent years become economically and strategically 
important in world affairs. Most of the oil from the Middle East to the 
West and Japan passes through the Indian Ocean, and certain big powers 
have found it vital for them to establish control over the region by dis- 
playing their military supremacy. 


There has so far been total disregard of the wishes of the peoples of the 
area to turn this Ocean into a Zone of Peace because those powers wish at 
all costs to protect their vested interests either for economic reasons 
or for purely military strategy in an attempt to continue their domina- 
tion over other nations. 


As a result, we have seen a rapid escalation in the massive military 
buildup in our ocean, with the danger of a confrontation lurking over our 
heads. 


These are ideals to which we can hardly subscribe. 


We cannot and we will not remain indifferent to this escalation and the 
threat that it poses to the innocent countries of the region. 


We cannot accept the argument that recent events in Iran and Afghanistan

We once more call on all the countries of the region which are directly 
threatened, and all other countries and peoples of the world to unite 
their efforts and continue to denounce this military madness in the Indian 
Ocean. 


Countries of the region must take concrete actions against those respon- 
sible for this military escalation in order to bear pressure on them to 
abandon their selfish and inhuman acts against the peoples of the region. 


Unce again, we renew our call for the Indian Ocean to be turned into a 
Zone of Peace and without delay and to let us, the peoples of the Indian 
Ocean, develop our countries in peace and according to our aspirations. 
Our voices must be listened to and world opinion must see the logic of 
our demand. 
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No countries of the Indian Ocean are threatening the lives of the people 
of any of those powers, why should they threaten ours? 


Why should we continue to live at the mercy of their selfish whims? 


We too have our Human Rights, and we want them respected.

ESTABLISHMENT OF RESEARCH-DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL REPORTED 
Victoria NATION in English 24 Jan 80 pp 1, 2 


[Text] The importation of costly foreign technology unsuited to the 
needs of developing nations is a problem, and many Third World govern- 
ments have in recent years placed its solution into their list of devel- 
opment priorities. Seychelles is no exception. 


One of the main reasons for this problem is the lack of proper development 
research facilities in the developing countries that are effectively 
geared to the development of appropriate technology based on the needs 
and plans of their peoples. 


Readers will recall that the Minister for Planning and Development, 

Mc Maxime Ferrari, outlined the problem to NATION following the signing 
of an agreement for technological research cooperation with the Canadian 
based International Development Research Council last December. 


Advocating the setting up of Seychelles’ own research centre, the Minis- 
ter said then that it was crucial if we were to effectively adapt the 
necessary technology for our continued development, according to our 

own needs, methods and resources. The importation of foreign technology 
that was too costly, sophisticated or simply not geared towards our aims 
could not be allowed to continue, stressed Dr Ferrari. 


Last week a concrete step towards the solution of this problem was taken 
when Government approved the setting up of a National Research and Devel- 
opment Council (NRDC) under the responsibility of the Ministry of Planning 
and Development. 


With an initial fund of R 200,000 to come out of the Ministry's 1980 
budget, the NRDC will be a statutory body responsible for the formula- 
tion of the research and development policy of the nation. The Council 
has been recommended to: 


~-Undertake an innovative role in relation to research and development 
activities for the progress and modernisation of society; 
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--Serve as the national scientific, consultative and advisory body to the 
government in respect of scientific research and development matters; 


--Identify research and development activities consonant with the national 
development objectives; 


-~Initiate, support, coordinate and monitor research and development 
activities of the nation and to ensure maximum utilisation of resources; 


--Collect and collate information on research and development; evaluate 
and disseminate research findings; 


--Provide liaison with other countries in research and development; 


-~-Undertake all other actions or measures as will promote speedy and 
effective scientific research and development in the country. 


It is intended that membership of the Council should include representa- 
tives from the departments of Economic Development, Planning and Housing, 
Health, Education and Agriculture and any other persons, either from the 
private and government sectors, who are involved in research. The 
Council's Chairman and Executive Secretary would come from the Department 
of Works. 


Plans for the NRDC also envisage the publication of a periodic journal 
and the award of research grants. It is hoped that provision could be 
made this year for the publication of one issue of the journal and for 
the award of some modest grants for the commencement of research in 
such fields as an integrated energy system for the outlying islands, the 
production of salt and of lime, the further refinement of a machine for 
the production of cup copra, solar heaters and so on. 


The NRDC will not undermine or curtail the activities of government 
departments and ministries already carrying out development research. 


“Such research will continue and, in fact, develop from strength to 
strength within the respective ministries," Minister Ferrari said when 
presenting the project. "The National Research and Development Council 
will endeavour to monitor and coordinate all research undertaken by indi- 
vidual ministries as well as by other non-governmental organisations, and 
support supplementary research in fields which, for one reason or another, 
are receiving insufficient attention." 


Echoing his statements to the NATION last December in outlining the need 

for such a body, Minister Ferrari also added: "It is vitally important 

that we should begin to develop within Seychelles the infrastructure 

and the capability to undertake some research directly geared to our national 
development needs, otherwise we shall remain forever slaves of expensive 
imported technology."

PUBLIC COOPERATION SOUGHT OVER LOST R 100 NOTES

[Text] Readers may remember our news report last November that a cargo 
ship “Aealian Sky" from Britain sank in the English Channel, resulting 
in the loss of Christmas mail bound for Seychelles. 


It has now been learnt that the vessel was also carrying other cargo for 
Seychelles, including a consignment of new R 100 notes. These were also 
lost when the ship sank. 


According to the Seychelles Monetary Authority, value will not be paid 
by the Authority on these notes. 


However, as there is a possibility that some of these notes may have 
been washed ashore on the coasts of England and France, or that some may 
have been picked up by fishermen, and that someone may try to bring them 
here, the Government is asking the cooperation of the public to try to 
stop these notes if ever someone tries to cash in on them. 


The serial number of the lost R 100 notes are from A 300001 upwards. 
There is no cause for alarm or to be overconcerned, but you are asked to 
check all R 100 notes coming into your possession, to see that they are 


not above the serial number A 300001. 


R 100 notes below the serial number A 300001 are of course not affected 
and are of legal value. 


The public are asked to check the serial number of any R 100 notes coming 


into their possession and to report immediately to the police about any 
that bears the serial number A 300001 upwards.

PHOSPHORIC ACID TO BRAZIL--The finalization of the agreement for Triomf to 
export 250,000 tons of phosphuric acid to Brazilian buyers, should assure 
Louis Luyt's company of a R40-million profit on the sale of its phosacid 
alone this year. And what clearly pleases Triomf greatly is that the 
pricing was "satisfactorily concluded"--at a price which it is speculated, 
could be as much as $100 a ton higher than the price received in the last 
quarter of 1979. [It is believed (Triomf rarely reveals prices or tonnages) 
the contract price Triomf has secured for the year, is $450 a ton with 
escalation clauses which should take it up to $500 a ton by the year end. 
This is a comfortable $100 a ton above the average cif price for 1979. 
Triomf, which exports 340,000 tons of phosacid annually is currently 
negotiating to export its remaining 90,000 tons in other markets around 
the world. Its current capacity is 400,000 tons a year. The 250,000 ton 
contract with Brazil was concluded in Sao Paulo this week. Fedmis, which 
exports around 160,000 tons of phosacid a year, has also concluded an 
export agreement with Brazil and stands to add R13-million to its profits 
from this exercise.

SENTRACHEM PLANTS MODERNIZATION--The latest in the flood of spending on 

new capital plant by the massive Sentrachem group comes from its wholly- 
owned National Chemical Products based on Germiston, and Isipingo in Natal. 
It is proposing to lay out some R40-million over the next 18 months, much 

of it to be used to update its veteran ethanol distillery in Germiston. 
Something like R8-m \‘ion will be spent on equipment such as pressure 
vessels, pipes, pumps. and valves, together with considerable quantities 

of stainless steel. Ethanol output is scheduled to rise by almost a 

third once the modernization is completed. The product is used in alcoholic 
drinks and can also be chemically converted into a wide range of other 

NCP products such as acetic acid and acetaldehyde, which in their turn are 
combined with other chemicals to produce still further vital chemicals. 

The Isipingo plant manufacturers phthalic anhydride and this complex is to 
be augmented by the installation, bought from the Transkei Development 
Corporation, of a unit which will turn out maleic anhydride. This chemical, 
a benzene derivative, is used in making paints, inks, food acidulants,

REACTION TO SKILLED IMMIGRATION--Unless working conditions in some indus- 
trial sectors are improved substantially--ahead of implementing an 
immigrant workers’ policy--the skilled manpower exodus and shortages would 
worsen. Two leading trade unionists see this as the main solution to any 
serious shortage expected from the accelerated rate of economic growth. 
There is not enough time to train people so a strictly selective and 
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controlled immigration policy may be considered. “Any shortage crisis 

must be laid at the foot of employers who have used the excuse of the 
recent years of recession not to engage apprentices and maintain conditions,’ 
said Confederation of Metal and Building Industries general secretary 

Mr Ben Nicholson. “Conditions in some industrial sectors are so atrocious 
that most artisans leave for better jobs." Employers refuse to pay them 
adequate wages by using wage agreements as a guide. Wage minimums were 
about one-third below what they should be, he said. Mr Wessel Bornman, 
secretary of the 200,000-strong White Confederation of Labour, yesterday 
described it as a "sloppy arrangement." He wants to raise standards by 
improving the pay of existing workers and says no immigrant workers who 

were not first-class should be brought over without jobs and homes to go to.

ECONOMIC CORPORATIONS RATIONALIZATION--The first meeting to discuss the 
rationalization of the various economic development corporations in South 
Africa, was held in Pretoria on Friday under the chairmanship of the Prime 
Minister's economic adviser, Dr Simon Brand. The meeting was held behind 
closed doors and Dr Brand had no other comment to make other than to say 
that no decisions were taken at the meeting. He added that the representa- 
tives of the various corporations had the chance to state their views on 
relevant matters, and the meeting was in the main, an exchange of ideas. 
Dr Brand expects broad guidelines to be decided upon shortly--probably 
within a month or two. The implementation will, however, take longer and 
will most probably require legislation, he added. The move to rationalize 
the corporations is in accordance with part of the Prime Minister's speech 
on November 22 last year when he addressed businessmen in Johannesburg. 

He stated at that meeting that it would appear that urgent rationalization 
within government agencies was necessary to eliminate duplication.
